While a few are men who have 
done time in prisons and peniten- 
tiaries of Canada and the United 
States, the majority are young 
boys well equipped, mentally and 
physically, to take their place in 
society, were such a place open 
to them. Many have been picked 
up for vagrancy, riding freights, 
begging—nearly all who come to 
us are without money, food, shel- 
ter or clothing. We do not give 
money but we do try to provide 
shelter and food for a few days, 
so that a boy may have a chance 
to look around for work—though 
often when work is found their 

troubles are not over. The next 
question is how to eat until pay- 
day comes. The facts are that in 
most places men are paid only at 
the end of two weeks. Our boys 
are, therefore, at a disadvantage 
to give their best, as they haven't 
the wherewithal to provide them 

selves with three a day in 
that first period of employment. 
Consequently, many boys in such 
a position are often compelled to 
throw up jobs, because they can- 
not work without eating.’
